Prices  received  for  American  airoles  on  the  Liverpool  auction  on 
"Wednesday,  February  29,  192B,  shor  a  narked  inmroveraent  over  those  pre- 
vailing tv7o  reeks  ago,  according  to  ouotationB  cabled  the  3urea\i  of 
Agricultural  Economics  by  ;lr.  Ed7?in  Suith,  the  De-nartnent '  s  Fruit  Special- 
ist in  Europe.     Auction  supplies  of  both  barreled  and  boxed  varieties  were 
light  but  clobbers  and  retailers  are  still  carrying  considerable  stocks  of 
Pacific  Northrest  'I'inesaps.     The  ne'.7  crot)  of  a-n-nles  from  Australia  and  Hew 
Zealand  rill  soon  be  available  in  Britisii  markets.     Arrivals  of  approxi- 
mately 21,700  boxes  are  expected  from  ITev  Zealand  on  or  around  March  23. 
The  first  shipments  from  Australia  are  e:q?ected  to  arrive  about  April  7. 
Total  arrivals  fron  Australia  and  New  Zealand  by  the  middle  of  April  are 
expected  to  be  double  those  for  the  corresponding  date  last  year. 

There  t'as  aii  active  demand  during  the  auction  sale  on  V/ednesday  for 
Virginia  Albemarle  Pipnins  and  York  Iraperials.     The  Yorks  ranged  fron  Sp9.25 
to  $9,37  per  barrel  against  Jp8.03  to  ^:8.76  for  U.  S.  No.  1,  2-^  inch  stock 
two  V7epks  ago.     The  Yorks  in  general  are  shoring  a  large  amount  of  scald, 
badly  scalded  stock  only  bringing  from  o3.55  to  (34.38  per  barrel.    U-  S. 
No,  1,  2g-  inch  Pir)l^ins  in  good  condition  sold  auickly  at  fron  S9.73  to 
$10.95  per  barrel.     Only  light  sup-nlies  of  barreled  varieties  rere  avail- 
able for  the  auction  but  much  of  the  stock  ras  in  vprieble  condition. 

The  demand  for  the  light  su-nr>lies  of  Oregon  Yellot»7  Hp*:tov7ns  avail- 
able for  the  auction  ras  brisk,  the  Extra  Fancy  grades  of  siz&e  150/175 
ranging  fron  23.94  to  ^4.14  per  box  against  S3. 77  to  $3.83  per  box  tro 
reeks  ago.    IThile  there  ras  only  a  moderate  demand  for  T/ashington  ^f'inPsar)s, 
due  largely  to  the  fact  that  suT7"olies  iu  the  hands  of  jobbers  and  retailers 
are  heavy,  they  sold  at  from  35  cents  to  40  cents  ner  box  above  the  -orices 
realized  tro  reeks  ago.  Extra  Fancy  grades  of  sizes  150/175,  for  exannle, 
ranging  fron  s^3.04  to  83,10  as  against  b2.68  to  452.74  tro  reeks  ago.
